4. Method of recrultraont, age-limit, qualifications, etc. — The method of recruitment to the said posts, age-limit, qualifications and 
matteis connected therewith shall be as specified in columns 5 to 13 of the Schedule aforesaid; 

Provided that the upper age-Hmit, specified in column 6 of the said Schedule, may bo relaxed In case of candidates belonging to ffle 
Scheduled Castes, the Sch^uled Tribes and other special categories of persons in accordance with the orders issued from time to time by 
the Central Government. 

5. Dlsqualiflcation.— No person, 

(a) who has entered into or contracted a marriage with a person having a spouse living, or 

(b) who, having a spouse living, has entered Into or contracted a marriage with any person, 
shall be eligible for appointment to any of the said posts ; 

Provided that the Central Government may, if satisfied that such marriage is permissible under the personal law applicable to such 
person and the other party to the marriage and that there are other grounds for so doing, exempt any person from the operation of 
this rule. 

6. Power to relax.— Where the Central Government Is of opinion that it Is necessary or expedient so to do. it may, by order, for 
reasons to be recorded in writing, relax any of the provisions of these rules with respect to any class or category of persons or posts.

7. Saving. — Nothing in these rules shall affect reservations and other concessions required to be provided for the Scheduled Castes 
and the Scheduled Tribes and other special categories of persons in accordance with the orders Issued by the Central Government from 
time to time in this regard.

1. (1) This Order may be called the Governor of the 
.States of Assam, Manipur. Meghalaya, Nagaland and Tripura 
(Allocalion of Emoluments and Allowances) Order, 1976. 

(2) It shall be deemed to have come inlo foice on the 
1st day of April, 1973. 


2. In this Order, “Governor” means the person appointed 
as Governor of each of the States of Assam, Manipur^ 
Meghalaya, Nagaland and Tripura. 

3. (J) The emoluments of, and the following allowances 
payable to the Governor shall be allocated between the 
Stales of Assam, Manipur^ Meghalaya, Nagaland and Tripura 
in the proportion of 52 : 15 : 15 : 11 ; 7 : — 

(a) equipment allowance payable under clause (2) of 

paragraph 4 of the Governor of Meghalaya 
(Allowances and Privileges) Order, 1975 ; and 

(b) Leave allowance payable to the Governor under 

paragraph 8 of that Order. 

(2) All other allowances payable to the Governor,— 

(a) under the Governor of Meghalaya (Allowances and 

Privileges) Order, 1975, shall be allocated between 
the States of Assam and Meghalaya in the ratio 
of 29 ; 8 ; 

(b) under the Governors of the States of Manipur and 

Tripura (Allowances and Privileges) Order, 1972, 
shall be allocated to the State of Manipur or, as the 
Case may be, to the Stale of Tripura, in so far as 
they relate to the State of Manipur or, as the case 
may be, lo the State of Tripura. 

(3) The expenditure which may bo incurred on pay, 
allowances and pensionary charges of a common Military 
Secretary or Aide-de-camp to the Governor shall also be 
allocated between the same States and in the same proportion 
as specified in clause (1). 

4. The Governor of the States of A.ssam, Manipur, Megha- 
laya, Nagaland and Tripura (Allocation of Emoluments and 
Allowances) Order, 1973 is repealed.

(a) who ha.s entered into or contracted a marriage with a person having a spouse living, or 

(b) who, having a spouse living, has entered into or contracted a marriage with any person, 
shall be eligible for appointment to the said post : 


Provided that the Central Govt, may, if satisfied that such marriage is permissible under the personal law applicable to such person 
and the other party to the marriage and there arc other grounds for so doing, exempt any iicrson from the operation of this rule. 

5. Power to Relax ; — Wliere the Central Government is of the opinion that it is necessary or expedient so to do, it may, by order 
for reasons to be recorded in writing, and in consultation with the Union Public Service Commission, relax any of the provisions of these' 
rultw with respect to any class or category of persons. 

6, Saving : — ^Nothing in these rules shall affect reservations and other concessions required to bs provided for thj Scheduled Castes 
the SchcduledTribcs and other Special categories of person in accordance with the orders issued by the Central Governramt from time 
to time in this regard

1. Short title and conv.Bcnccm'^nt.— (1 ) These rules may be called the Department of Health [Deputy Advit,er (Ayuiveda) and Deputy 
Adviser (UDani)] Rccrrulmcnt Rules, 1976. 

(2) They shall come into force on the date of their publication in the Official Gazette. 

2. Application. — These rules shall apply to posts specified in column 1 of the Schedule annexed hereto, 

3. Number of posts, classification and scale of pay.— The numlwr of the said posts, their classification and the scales of pay attached 
there to, .shall be as specified in columns 2 to 4 of the said Schedule. 

4. Method of recruitment, age limit and qualifications etc.— The method of recruitment, age limit, qualifications and other matters 
relatingto the said posts shall be as specified in columns 5 to 13 of the Schedule aforesaid. 

5. Disqualifications.— No person,— 

(a) Who has entered into or contracted a marriage with it person having a spouse living, or 

(b) Who having a spouse living, has entered into or contracted a man-iage with any person, shall bo eligible for appointment to any 
cithesaid posts: 

Provided that the Central Government may, if satisfied that such marriage is permissible under the personal law applicable to such 
person and the other party to the marriage and that thore arc other grounds for so doing, exempt any person from the operation of these 
lilies. 
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6. Power to relax.— Where the Central Government is of the opinion (hat it is necessary or expedient so to do, it may, by order 
for reasons to be recorded in writing, and in consultation with the Union Public Service Commission, relax any of the provisions of these 
rules with rc.5pect to any class or category of persons or posts. 

7. Saving.— Nothing in these rules shall affect reservations and other ca.ncesiioas required to he provided for the Scheduled Castes, 
theSchcdulcd Tribes and other special categories of persons m accordance with the orders issued by the Central Government from time 
jo time in this regard.

Rules, 1955, were published us required by sub’Section (PPof 
section 23 of the Prevention of Food Adulteration Act, 1954 
(37 of 1954) On pages 1767-1768 of the Gazette of India, Part 
11, Section 3(i), kted the 19th August, 1975, under the notifi- 
cation of the Government of India in the Ministry of Health 
and Family Planning (Department of Health) No. GSR.447(E), 
dated the 20th August, 1975, inviting objections/suggestions 
from the persons likely to be affected thereby, fill the expiry of 
45 days from the date on which the copies of said notification 
were made available to the public; 

And whereas the copies of the said notification were 
made available to the public on the 20th August, 1975; 

And whereas objeclions/suggestions received from the 
public on the said draft notification have been considered by 
the Central Government; 

Now, therefore, in exercise of the powers conferred by 
sub-section (1) of the section 23 of the said Act, the Central 
Government, after consultation with the Central Committee 
for Food Standards, hereby makes the following rules further 
to amend the Prevention of Food Adulteration Rules, M955, 
namely: 

RULES 

1. (1) These rules may be called the Prevention of Food 
Adulteration (Fourth Amendment) Rules, 1976:

3. Method of recruitment, age-limit, qualifications, etc:— The method of recruitment, age-limit qualifications and other matters 
relating to the said post shall be as specified in columns 5 to 13 of the Sichedule aforesaid. 

4. Disqualification;— No persons, — 

(a) who has entered into or contracted a marriage with a person having a spouse living, or 

(b) who, having a spouse living, has entered into or contracted a marriage with any person, 
shall be eligible for appointment lo (he said post; 

provided that the Central Government may, if satisfied that such marriage is permissible under the personal law applicable to such 
person and the other party to Ihc marriage and that there are other grounds for so doing, exempt any person from the operation of this 
rule. 


5 . Power to relax;— Where the Central Government is of opimou that it is necessary or expedient so to do, it may, by order, for rea- 
sons to be recorded in writing, and in consultation, with the Union Public Service Contmission, relax any of the provisions of these rules 
with respect to any class or category of persons. 

6. Saving:— Nothing in these rules shall effect reservations and other concessions required to be provided for the Scheduled Cas*tcs, 
the Scheduled Tribes and other Special categories of persons in accordance with the orders issued by the Central Government from time to 
time in this regard.

7 of the Employees Provident Funds and Miscellaneous Pro- 
visions Act, 1952 (19 of 1952), the Central Government 
hereby makes the following Scheme further to amend the 
Employees Provident Funds Scheme, 1952, namely; — 

1, (i) This Scheme may be called the Employees Providem 
Funds (Fifth Amendment) Scheme, 1976. 

(ii) It shall come into force on the dale of its publication 
in the Official Gazette, 

2, In the Employees Provident Funds Scheme, 1952. to 
sub-para (4) of paragraph 18, the following proviso shall 
be added, namely : — 

"Provided that when a Minister is appointed as Chainnan 
or member of the Board or of the Regional Committee, and 
attends a meeting of such Central Board or Regional Com- 
mittee, as the case may be, his travelling and daily al- 
lowance shall be governed by the rules applicable to him 
for journeys performed on official duties and shall be naid 
by the authority paying his salary".
